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THE SHAME OF ARABI 

There is a list of American towns and cities 
—by no means confined to the south—which 
bear against their names black blots of shame. 
They are the places which have been the scenes 
of lynchings, that crime of mob passions run 
riot. It is a crime greater against America her- 
self and all her laws, against the state and 
against the people, than against the wretched 
victim of depraved cruelty. 

In many cases the towns with names thus 
listed for disgrace are themselves innocent vic- 
tims of chance. It may be the mob which 
shamed them was not of local origin. It may 
not, even, have formed within the same county. 
Yet it is the site of the crime itself which 
must bear the sickening onus in the minds of 
all decent, lawabiding men and women, every- 
where. 

Certainly, the great majority of the citizens 
of these towns are blameless. It is only the few 
lawless ones, those spiritual weaklings who can- 
not control their passions, who are to blame. 
But, by their crime, they bring scorn to all their 
fellow citizens. 

Such is the case of Arabi, an incorporated 
town in Crisp county, Georgia. A wounded, 
helpless negro was lynched there, in shockingly 
brutal fashion, last Saturday. A few creatures 
in the semblance of men, whose action revealed 
they are actually lower than the brutes, brought 
horrifying shame upon the town and all its 
citizens, upon the county, the state and the 
nation. 

For the first six months of 1938 there hadn’t 
been a lynching in the entire country. It was 
the first time, since records have been kept, 
that any six-month period could show this spot- 
less record. There was rejoicing among all de- 
cent Americans, everywhere, as the news was 
made public. 

Then, just nine days after completion of that 
record, while the rejoicing still echoed over the 
nation, a Georgia town had to undo it all; had 
to perpetrate a mob crime so brutal it shocks, 
with sickening repulsion, the entire world. 

For Arabi itself and Crisp county, for prac- 
tically all its people, there can be nothing but 
deepest sympathy. It is cruel that an entire 
community of good people—and they are good 
people, among the best in the world—must bow 
in shame because of the vicious act of a few. 

It is hard, too, on Georgia, which is again 
emblazoned to the world as a state where bar- 
baric crimes such as this may occur. It is hard 
on the entire south and upon the entire nation. 
It provides new argument for those who, for 
political reasons, have fought for passage of the 
federal anti-lynching bill, a bill which would 
subject independent southern states and coun- 
ties to the punitive forces of a federal govern- 
ment, just as subject states are humbled by 
their rulers. 

The pleasant, quiet little town of Arabi, Ga.., 
has held all America up to the world, once more, 
as a nation liable, at any time, to all the 
brutality of mob rule, without respect for law. 
It matters not how guilty the lynchers’ victim 
was—his guilt does not mitigate, in one iota, 
from their greater crime. 


WAR’S MONUMENT TO PEACE 

The cathedral at Reims, shattered by the 
pounding of German shells during the World 
War, has been restored. It is a monument to 
peace, largely associated through the years 
with war. 

It was there, in 1429, that Joan of Arc car- 
ried her banner at the crowning of King Charles 


VII. From there, she went into battle, to be _| 


captured by the English and burned at the 
stake in Rouen. 

It was there, during the World War, that 
sentiment largely was crystallized against the 
Hun. The stately spires of the ageless cathe- 
dral knew then the awful horror of reckless 
bombardment. The empty shell stood a mute 
plea against war. 

But the wounds of man’s anger heal quickly 
and reconstruction of the cathedral was begun. 
Today, that work has been completed and, with 
full panoply, the historic house of worship has 
been rededicated to the cause of the church. 

The shadow of war hangs heavily again over 
the graceful cathedral. The “spirit of evil days” 
stalks the lands of Europe. Other churches and 
other cathedrals know the vicious hand of Mars, 
as other lands quiver under the lash of artillery 
and of aerial bombs. The War spirit runs at 
high tide through the hearts of many peoples. 

- From this cathedral, Joan of Arc went forth

to die. From this cathedral, other uncounted 
multitudes went out into the field against an 
enemy. Joan died that her land might be free, 
that peace might come to the hearts of men. 
Those multitudes followed in the same cause. 

Yet, today, other men, other women and 
their children die in warfare; die with the same 
futility. The lessons of the past teach nothing 
to the world. s 


THE HOPE OF THE WORLD 

The depression in the United States has 
lately been causing grave concern throughout 
the world. Since the great war, this nation has 
come to be regarded abroad as the only country 
with a semblance of immunity to world eco- 
nomic disturbances. Conditions are so unset- 
tled among the nations of Europe and Asia, 
their resources so strained, that bountiful 
America, despite her own domestic difficulties, 
seems by comparison nothing less than the hope 
of the world. For this reason it is now felt 
that, unless the economic tide is quickly turned 
here, not only is there no hope for world im- 
provement but all western civilization will ac- 
tually become endangered. 

The direct cause of the depression in the 
United States is believed, by most foreign au- 
thorities, to be intrusion of government in 
business. Yet, paradoxically, it is upon this 
very intrusion—the lending and spending of ad- 
ditional billions—that the main hope for early 
improvement is based. American politicians, 
for months, have been blaming everybody ex- 
cept themselves, and everything except politics, 
for the slump, while industrialists and finan- 
ciers, like foreign observers, have laid the blame 
on politics and government. The argument will 
doubtless go on right up to election day in No- 
vember, whether the depression ends or con- 
tinues, inasmuch as it is only human for those 
in office to claim credit for improvements as 
well as for office seekers to lay the blame for 
difficulties on the incumbents. 

Even with indications of an upturn appear- 
ing on the surface the nations of the world, as 
well as many people of the United States, 
are inclined to doubt its permanence, because 
they have been disappointed so many times 
previously. They have gradually taken on the 
feeling of wanting to be shown, the wait an 
see attitude. And election years have never 
been, aS a rule, prosperous years. 

Even so, there is a yearning in the hearts of 
all the people. The threat of war and years of 
economic disruption have had a debilitating 
effect upon the nations of Europe. They 
haven’t a great deal of hope for the future. 
Naturally, they are inclined to look to isolated, 
potentially strong America as a sort of world 
anchor to halt the drift. But political up- 
heavals and the turmoil resulting from con- 
stant threat of reform have, like the fear of 
war abroad, been sources of unrest and discon- 
tent in the United States. 

So, the people of America join the rest of 
the world in yearning for permanent peace and 
contentment, especially that domestic tran- 
quallity which has been missing so long. 


COMPULSORY THRIFT 

Hollywood produces a new idea in the sug- 
gestion that movie stars in the higher-pay 
firmaments be compelled by law to save at least 
10 per cent of their salaries. Sponsors of the 
plan call it “career insurance.” 

They point out, former stars who speak from 
bitter personal experience, that nothing is quite 
so disappointing and heartbreaking as the ex- 
istence of a movie king or queen whose luster 
no longer draws patronage at the box office. 
Wretched and humiliating is their lot, asking, 
and just as often being turned down, for bit 
parts and chances to appear in mob Scenes, 

The Hollywood idea of compulsory thrift 
may be all right, but the assumption inherent 
in the suggestion is wrong. Not all toilers in 
the film capital are thriftless, extravagant and 
improvident. Not all need a statute to make 
them realize that bountiful screen days do not 
last forever. 

The record of Hollywood motion picture per- 
sonalities who have saved their money is longer 
than most persons realize. Many former Stars. 
through prudent investments and thrift are 
more than comfortably “fixed” for the rest of 
their lives. 

It is the old, old story of “go to the ant, thou 
sluggard, consider her ways and be wise.”

A WORK WEEK OF 21 HOURS 
(From The Birmingham News) 


Where will this business of shorter working 
hours end? Frank Morrison, secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor, predicts that by 
1958 the average work week will be down to 21 
hours. He points to the reduction of working 
hours in the International Typographical Union 
from 59 to a 40-hour week in the period between 
1896 and 1929, and anticipates a 21-hour week 
within 20 years. 

How will man spend his time in 1958? There 
are 168 hours in a week. . After working he will 
still have 147 hours to use some way. He may 
get plenty of sleep. But eight hours of sleep a day 
totals only 56 hours, He will still have 91 hours 
left. Assuming that he ects leisurely, not racing 
for the morning street car, or bolting a sandwich 
at lunch, and giving him ample leisure for dress- 
ing and shaving, not more than two hours a day, 
or 14 hours a week, can be consumed in these 
necessary functions. He still has 77 hours left him. 

The future of civilization may be determined 
by what man does with those 77 hours. He can 
spend them frivolously. He can spend them in 
learning. The use he makes of his leisure time 
will fix the course of civilization. 

It is pleasant to contemplate the thought, how- 
ever, that when man has leisure he usually spends 
it wholesomely. Idle pastimes pall after a while. 
They do not satisfy. The energy of man is too 
great to permit him to be content with passivity, 
and most persons prefer activity with a purpose. 
Human nature is generally built that way. 

However, the increasing amount of leisure, 
whether it is as great as that visioned by Mr. 
Morrison, is a challenge to society and to govern- 
ment to provide ample means for use of | in 
constructive ways.

TEST OF FARM PROGRAM LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 13— 


If one is to believe such expért 
prognosticators as “Miz Lennie” McLaughlin, the wise woman of 
Louisville, who rules the city machine with a shrewd, soft hand, 
the Kentucky primary is to be a demonstration of the political ef- 
fectiveness of the New Deal farm program. 

As one-third of Louisville’s ruling Democratic triumvirate, “Miz 
Lennie” is a principal supporter of Senator Majority Leader Alben 
W. Barkley, as well as the only known first-rank female political 
boss in this country. She and other leading Barkleyites, together 
with the franker adherents of Governor A. B. “Happy” Chandler, 
agree that the farm vote is the chief Barkley strength. 

“After the AAA, Happy couldn’t get the farmers away from 
Barkley if he had the Angel Gabriel to help him,” is the way “Miz 
Lennie” puts it. 


'S KEEPING The farm vote seems, at least, to be.a 
ae fixed point in Kentucky’s political 
malestrom, although Happy and his followers vociferously swear 
that by the August 6 primary the farmers will also be theirs. Oth- 
erwise, the best summation of the situation seems to have been 
given by Senator Barkley himself, when he boarded the presiden- 
tial campaign train. Barkley was not bubbling with optimism, but 
he told the President that, if he could hold what he had, he would 
win, and he expected to hold it. 

For Barkley there is no great increased strength in prospect. 
The powerful Louisville junta has plumped for him. The gratify- 
ing shower of AAA benefit checks has already descended on Ken- 
tucky’s farmers. The WPA and the rest of the federal machine 
are already lined up solidly behind him. And the President has 
spoken his august word. No impartial observer denies that Bark- 
ley is now ahead, and various polls seem to support the observers. 

Chandler, on the other hand, has nearly four more weeks to 
play the political Holy Roller all across Kentucky. Barkley is not 


a bad campaigner, and he works hard, emitting an almost uninter- 
rupted stream of old-fashioned political oratory at three or four 
stops a day. But, once he gets wound up, he can’t resist talking 
too long. is voice is cracking a little, and being a statesman in 
Washington has not helped him to be a demagogue at home. The 
fleshpots of the capital have told on him sadly. 

As for Chandler, his energy is inexhaustible, and his technique 
is nothing short of marvelous. He remembers every name, pats and 
pump-handles every voter, uses.every appeal, and can speak twice 
as often as Barkley. He has already visited all but one or two of 


Kentucky’s 120 counties, and expects to visit them all again before 
— voting. Campaigning will pull Chandler through, if anything

PUBLIC debt, National, State and local, is believed to be approaching 

SIXTY BILLION DOLLARS. If equally apporiioned, each family’s share 

would be almost TWO THOUSAND DOLLARS. This constitutes a FIRST MORT- 
GAGE on what each family owns or earns. 


Government has not one cent that is not collected through taxes. Taxes 
are direct, such as property, income, sales, etc., or indirect, such as are hidden 
in the cost of rent, food, clothing and other necessaries. 


Many think they can escape the tax burden by passing laws to place it on 
the rich or on business. This will not work because there are not enough rich 
persons or prosperous businesses to bear the cost of present government and 
pay the public debt. Likewise, excessive taxes dry up the sources which pro- 
duce them. The average man must ultimately pay the bill. It is estimated that 
a@ man owning no property, who earns $150.00 per month thinks he pays no taxes, 
is paying through indirect taxes hidden in the cost of living, about $300.00 per 
year. Some quotations follow from able and liberal thinkers, whose sympathies 
undoubieaiy lie with the average man. 


President Rooseveit at Pittsburgh on October 19, 1932, said: 


“Taxes are paid in the sweat of every man who labors because they are a burden 
on production and are paid through production. If those taxes are excessive, they are 
reflected in idle factories, in tax-sold farms, and in hordes of hungry people, tramping 
the streets and seeking jobs in vain. Our workers may never see a tax bill, but they 
pay. They pay in deductions from wages, in increased cost of what they buy, or—as 
now—in broad unemployment throughout the land. There is not an unemployed man, 
there is not a struggling farmer, whose interest in this subject is not direct and vital. 
It comes home to every one of us!” 


That great liberal, the late Mr. Justice Holmes, once said: 


“Whatever form taxes take in their imposition, they must be borne by the consumer,

should have this fact brought home to them, and not too much disguised by the form in 

which the taxes are imposed.” 

Matthew Woll, Vice-Pres'72ni of the American Federation of Labor, re- 
cently said: 

‘ “— — it makes no difference whether these taxes are paid in the first instance by 
big business, industry. the public utilities, the railroads, the banks or insurance com- 
panies, it is the ultimate conaymer who pays them in the end. — — It is the common 
belief that undue and unjust taxes are keeping billions of dollars of idle capital lying 
in the banks of the country because capital is afraid to take excursions into new enter- 
prises or to assist in the expansion of old ones. — — — Our experience during the past 
five years has proven conclusively that government spending can only supply temporary 
relief. There has been a steady increase in unemployment since last September with 
scores of thousands of workers laid off in mass production, textile, manufacturing, trans- 
portation and mining industries. The spending of vast sums in reliet payments, no matter 
how necessary they may be, will not restore to the workers their jobs in those industries.” 


The Executive Council of the American Federation of Labor is quoted by Mr. 
Woll as saying: 

“The real remedy for unemployment is the creation and maintenance of work oppor- 
tunities for working men and women in private industry.” 

Taxes on the Louisville & Nashville Railroad for 1937 were $7,746,000, or 
almost 7° on its capital stock. and about 52% of its income before taxes were 
paid. This is a tremendous ioad on an industry largely under Government control 
and admittedly essential in the public interest. This heavy tax equals about 
one-sixth of the wages paid employes for the year; thus every seventh employe 
could be said to be displaced by the tax-man. Its continuance reduces earn- 
ings and increases railroad unemployment. 


Under the present law, a railroad must pay a Federal income tax and in 
many states a state income tax, on income. It pays heavy taxes on its fixed 
property and rolling stock. It pays Social Security, Pension and other taxes. 
This is similarly true of most other corporations. Is it any wonder, therefore. 
that investors are withdrawing or withholding money from business enterprises 
where such a large portion of the profits—probably around 25% —must be paid 
in taxes and the investment is otherwise jeopardized? Under these conditions it 
is but natural that unemployment should be on the increase. 


Not until the average man understands that relief at best is only a tem- 
porary expedient; that the heavy tax load is discouraging business enterprise: 
and that he must ultimately, through direct, or indirect taxation hidden in his 
cost of living, largely pay the current cost of government and the public debt 
—will economy in government be demanded and taxes reduced. 


This statement is non-political. It is true regardless of the party responsible 
for creating or continuing the condition. It is presented to arouse public thinking 
on the evils of excessive taxation.

It is dan- 
gerous to double a suit bid with- 
out trumps, when strong in two 
suits and a fourth suit has not 
been bid. If bidder has masked 
his strength in a powerful side 
suit, he runs trumps and makes 


his bid doubled with extra tricks |

SLAM DOUBLES. 

| Another common weakness of 
some inexperienced players is to 
double slam bids. This is a dan- 
_gerous practice and a slam bid 
should not be doubled except 
when there is an absolute certain- 
ty of defeating the contract. Good 
players, having arrived at a small 
‘slam by scientific bidding meth- 
ods, are inclined to redouble. 


When slam bidders are vulnera- | 


ble and the contract is in one of 
the majors, opponents without 
doubling, score 100 points if the 
contract is set one trick. When 
‘doubled opponents receive 200 
points.

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RURAL HOSPITALS 
~ SOUGHT IN STATE 


Redistribution of Doctors 
Also Advocated by Dr. 
Grady N. Coker. 


ALBANY, Ga., July 13.—(#)—A 
rural redistribution of physicians 
and more rural and community 
hospitals in Georgia, “preferably 
state and county owned,” was ad- 
vocated tonight by Dr. Grady N. 


Coker, of Canton, president of the 
Medical Association of Georgia. 

He spoke at the annual banquet 
of the Chattahoochee Valley Medi- 
cal Association. 

“Tt is my belief,” Dr. Coker said 
in prepared notes, “that our state 
medical school should educate a 
certain number of physicians -ev- 
ery year without much cost to 
them provided they will sign a con- 
tract to go back to our rural dis- 
tricts for at least five years after 
graduation.” 

Dr. Coker also suggested: In- 
creased appropriations for the 
State Public Health Department 
and establishment “of some sort of 
organized public health service” 
in each county of the state, and 
establishment of more centers for 
the treatment of indigent sufferers 
of cancer and an increased state 
appropriation to carry out the pro- 
gram. 

Dr. Coker said about 20 counties 
‘in Georgia “have all the hospitals, | 
‘leaving 139 counties without any 
|hospital facilities.” | 
' “TI do not say all of these coun- 
‘ties should have a _ hospital, but 
think it would be best for some of 
‘them to combine and have a hos- 
'pital centrally located to serve. 
'several counties.” 

He suggested rural and commu- 
inity hospitals should be sponsored 
by physicians. He said there were 
‘enough physicians in Georgia to 
'‘*give adequate medical care to al! 
the people” provided they were 
|adequately distributed.
